Sludge firm changes lawyers in mid-stream 


It appears at least one DetRo Re- 
covery attorney has had enough. 

According to a letter addressed to 
Romulus City Council and signed by 
Michael Feiler, the attorney repre- 
senting the city, “that a fee dispute 
had broken out between DetRo’s 


legal counsel and the company and 
that the legal counsel refused to 
acknowledge the substitution of 
new attorneys for DetRo. 

“This was resolved in a hearing 
before Judge (Tom) Roumell on 
April 23, 1982. Aside from that mat- 
ter of representation (which was 


settled by the agreement of DetRo 
to pay Mr. Ward $8,000 cash) , there 
were three other matters sche- 
duled.*’ 

DetRo is continuing its legal bat- 
tle for the right to construct a 
sludge-to-fertilizer plant in Romu- 


lus despite the switch in attorneys. 
The legal battle, over a year old, 
remains in the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

Feiler also revealed that he had 
made a motion that Judge Roumell 
disqualify himself to hear the case 


“on the basis that the new legal 
counsel retained by DetRo is a for- 
mer law clerk of Judge Roumells 
and is the fiance of Judge Roumell s 
present law clerk.” 

According to Feiler’s letter to 
council, “Judge Roumell agreed to 
disqualify himself in view of the 


public interest which surrounds this 
case.” 

However, the motions to clarify 
judgment and settle record will still 
be heard by Judge Roumell who has 
asked the two parties to meet in his 
courtroom at 10 a m., Fri., May 7.

“In the case of Romulus, there 
would have to be a charter amend- 
ment to allow a city income tax, and 
that would be subject to a vote of the 
people. Whether non-residents 
could vote on that issue is question- 
able, however, once we had decided 
to permit it by a charter amend- 
ment, the implementation would be 
subject to non-resident voter 


approval, should this bill become 
law.” 

She went on to say that “Through 
the years we have encouraged in- 
dustry to locate in Romulus and 
have been discouraged that so few 
of our residents were able to find 
employment here.” If S-3-525 is 
enacted, the benefit allowed the 
City of Detroit, Hamtramck, High- 
land Park and other cities, which 
collect revenue from non-residents 
through an income tax, would be 
protected while denying Romulus 
that option because of the large em-

Michigan Bell announced today it 
plans to spend $471 million to ex- 
pand and improve telephone ser- 
vice throughout the state this year 
— including about $1.7 million in 
Romulus. 

David K. Easlick, company presi- 
dent , pointed to the size of the plan- 
ned construction expenditure as 
“proof positive that Michigan Bell 
isn't about to abandon its commit- 
ment to quality service simply be- 
cause we expect to be operating 
under a different structure.” 

He was referring to the January 8 
consent decree agreement that 
calls for Michigan Bell and the 21 
other Bell operating telephone com- 
panies to be spun off from the Bell 
System. The agreement ended the 
U S. Justice Department s seven- 
year-old antitrust suit against 
American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company. 

As a divested company under the 
decree, Easlick said, Michigan Bell 
would continue to provide basic loc- 
al service under regulation by the 
Michigan Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

He said the company would own 
and operate local exchange facili- 
ties for transmitting voice, data and 
pictures, including those for long 
distance carriers which originate 
or terminate in Michigan Bell ex- 
changes. 

Easlick said this year’s planned 
construction budget is down about 8 
percent from last year’s $513 mil- 
lion total. 

“The difference is directly attri- 
butable to the state’s depressed eco- 
nomy.’ Easlick said, noting that 
Michigan Bell lost customers in 
each of the last two years. 

‘Still,’’ he said, “we have faith in 
the state’s ability to rebound and in 
our future as a strong, healthy local 
telephone company serving Michi- 
gan residents as we’ve done for 
more than 100 years.” 


In breaking down the planned 
1982 construction budget, Easlick 
said $144 million has been ear-

By the end of the year, Easlick 
noted. Michigan Bell will have 130 
of the sophisticated electronic 
switchers can handle voice, data 
and picture transmission far faster 
and more efficiently than the elec- 
tro-mechanical equipment they are 
replacing, Easlick said.

Huron feels pinch of police protection costs 

Price tag on parttimers also rising rapidly 


Everyone knows the high cost of 
providing full-time law enforce- 
ment. 

But Huron Township officials are 
concerned about the rising price tag 
on even part-time police officers. 

Treasurer Christine Gamber and 
Trustee John Puskar voiced their 


opinions on the cost of part-time 
police officers at last week s board 
meeting. Mrs. Gamber, especially, 
was outspoken in her concern. 

“We interview three or four and 
hire one part-time officer,” she 
said. “But we don’t keep them very 
long.” Mrs. Gamber pointed out 


how each applicant takes a written 
exam and an oral exam. “This 
takes other police officers off the 
streets while they are testing the 
new applicants.” 

She said that it takes between $600 
and $700 to outfit a part-time police 
officer. 


“So much time, money , effort and 
manpower is put into this. It seems 
•like such a waste of time, “ Mrs. 
Gamber said of the constant turnov- 
er of part-time police personnel 
Puskar agreed with Mrs. Gam- 
ber. Although both members of the 
Trustee Board are in favor of a 


strong police force, they questioned 
the efficiency of the current proce- 
dure of adding part-time officers.

In the year 1826. Samuel Tobyne 
purchased 82.08 acres of land from 
the U S. Government in Romulus 
Township — T3S. Range 9 E. It sold 
for $1.25 an acre and was patent 
dated November 2. 1826; receipt 
#2227 The land was located in sec- 
tion 2). 

Accordign to the 1827 Michigan 
Territorial Census, Samuel Tobyne 
settled in Romulus with his wife and 
five daughters The Federal Census 
of 1830 shows Samuel Tobyne. his 


wife, and four daughters still resid- 
ing in Romulus. 

Since the daughters listed here 
are one less than those listed in the 
1827 Census, we can assume that 
either one died, or married and left 
the household. 

The Illustrated Historical Atlas of 
the County of Wayne, Michigan, 
published in 1876, Romulus 
Township is described as “A howl- 
ing wilderness of marsh, forest and 
wolves.” 

An inspection of original Romu- 
lus Township Records shows that 
Samuel Tobyne served as Highway 
Commissioner from April 1835 
through March 1837. The original 
minutes indicate a road ( TOBYNE ) 
named in his honor. 

The road began in the northeast 
corner of the township and ran di- 
agonally across the township to Pul- 
len's Corners (now known as Five 
Points). 

Heritage Day guests are invited 
to follow the original Tobyne Road 
route as they travel from the de- 
dication site ceremony to the picnic 
at Pullen s Corners (Five Points). 
A map will be provided guests along 
with the day s program sheet. 


Wayne County Commissioner 
Paul G Citkowski has been named 
one of the Outstanding Young Men 
of America, an honor affiliated with 
the United States Jaycees which 
recognizes young men throughout 
the nation for professional achieve- 
ment and community service. 

Citkowski was told of his selection 
in a letter from Doug Blankenship, 
Chairman of the Advisory Board of 
Outstanding Young Men of Amer- 
ica which has headquarters i Mont- 
gomery. Alabama 

“On behalf of the entire Board of 
Advisors. I extend our sincere con- 
gratulations Young men like you 
represent America’s leadership of 
today as well as its potential for the 
future,” said Blaneship He added: 

“This tribute brings recognition 
to yourself, your profession, and to 
the organizations which you 
serve.” Blakenship said Citkowski 
will be included in the 1982 edition of 
“Outstanding Young Men of Amer- 
ica,” an awards volume similar to 
“Who’s Who in America.” 

Celebrating his 28th birthday last 
week, Citkowski is the youngest 
elected and re-elected official ever 
in Wayne County, but is serving his 
fourth two-year term on the Board 
of Commissiones and also his fourth 
consecutive year as Chairman of 
the General Government Com- 
mittee. 

He also serves on other commit- 
tees and boards appointed by the 
commissioners, the most recent a 
Special Equalization Committee 
hearing local units of government 
argue for taxation relief after the 
most recent proposed increases, 
i. In another tax area, Citkowski, as 
Chairman of General Govern- 
ment. is working to exempt Wayne 
County from the 12-year tx abate- 
ment granted the General Motors 
new factory project in Ham- 
tramck’s Poletown. Already he has 
asked for the exemption from De- 
troit City Council, which referred 
the proposal to the city’s Tax Incre- 
ment Finance Authority which will 
hear the idea next week 

If the exemption is granted on the 
one-mill as requested, the County 
will save about $12 million over the 
12-year abatement period. Citkows- 
ki points out He also notes that the 
County has lost about $7.6 million 
through tax abatements since 1974. 

The one-mill exemption that is re- 
quested compares with the same 
amount exempted for the County by 
the Downtown Development Au- 
thority which is revitalizing the cen- 
tral business district mostly with 
abated funds. 

Citkowski was nominated for the 
honor by Miss Jacqueline D. Jones, 
a graduating student at Wayne 
State University and herself a win- 
ner of an Outstanding Young Lady 
of America in 1980. She is Recording 
Secretary of the Barton-McFarlane 
Neighborhood Association in the 
district Citkowski represents, and 
is considered an exceptional com- 
munity leader, said Citkowski 

It is an honor to be chosen for the 
award, but it is a special honor to be 
nominated bv Jacqueline,” said 
Citkowski 


that the township just didn't have 
the money to add fulltime police 
officers now 

Puskar acknowledged that fact 
and explained, “That's why I said 
this board should look down the 
road to the time we can add full- 
time police officers.” 

The discussion was prompted by 
Police Chief Joseph Carney asking 
for Township Board authority to 
hire another part-time officer. The 
Board voted 7-0 to authorize Carney 
to add Andrew Morelli as a part- 
time officer, bringing Huron 
Township s total to nine part-time 
officers. 

Carney told the Board that he had 
added one police reserve to the 
force and asked permission to run 
advertisements to interview candi- 
dates for the police reserves. 

At the previous Township Board 
meeting, the Trustees voted 6-0 to 
add Gary Michael Michalski as a 
part-time police officer. Michalski, 
29, is currently laid off from the De- 
troit Police Department, where he 
has been employed three years. 
Carney said the part-time and re- 
serve police officers would be used 
to “carry us through the summer 
and special activities.” 

There was a long discussion on 
police protection and Huron 
Township s dependence on officers 
that are laid off from other com- 
munities. All Trustees agreed if De- 
troit called back all 200 of its laid-off 
officers that Huron Township would 
be “hurting” for law enforcement. 
That’s why Puskar stressed “look- 
ing down the road” to prepare for 
hiring Huron Township s full-time 
police officers rather than part- 
time people. 

In two related events, the Board 
voted unanimously to send Police 
Chief Carney to a national Police 
Chiefs’ convention June 27-30, and it 
voted 5-2 to “state into the record” 
the payment of an additional $828 
for the police LEIN (Law Enforce- 
ment Intelligence Network) 
machine that should arrive in early 
August. 

In other action last week, the 
Township Board: 

—Authorized spending $443 to add 
a deck to the township’s mower for 
cutting grass. The Department of 
Public Works official said he had 
received estimates of $441 and $443 
for the deck. The DPW also asked 
the Township Board to authorize 
purchasing a front-end loader with 
a backhoe. When the cost was not 
known, Supervisor Richard Sulli- 
van asked the department head to 
make a study of what was needed, 
the cost and other pertinent dat° 
and come back to the Board with a 
report. 

—Discussed signing a 60-month 
lease on a new copy machine. The 
copier they looked at would cost 
$199.50 per month, plus $50 a month 
for a collater and $20 additional per 
month for an automatic feeder. 
Clerk Mary Lou Carey said she was 
not satisfied with the machines she 
had seen and wanted to demons- 
trate other copiers before having 
the Board authorize the lease.

Huron studies cost savers 


Can senior' citizens of Huron 
Township receive a variety of ser- 
vices for only $295 a year that is now 
costing them $2,000 annually 9 
That’s a question the Huron 
Township Board pondered at last 
week’s meeting Clerk Mary Lou 
Carey pointed out that the Out- 
Wavne County Area Agency on Ag- 
ing (OWC AAA) can provide the ser- 
vices for less than $300 what is cost- 
ing Huron Township $2,000 from the 
Romulus Help Center 
The Out-Wavne County Area 
Agency on Aging was designated on 
Oct 1. 1980 as the regional agency 
mandated to plan, allocate and 
administer Older Americans Act 
funds for services for senior 
citizens in western and southern 
Wayne County 

The agency is now in its second 


full year of operation and provided 
870,640 units of service to 24,243 
senior citizens in the region during 
the past fiscal year, according to 
Edward H McNamara, chairman 
of the board of directors and Mayor 
of Livonia 

McNamara said OWCAAA is cur- 
rently funding the following ser- 
vices for senior citizens: Legal 
assistance, home repair, health 
screening, homemaking, consumer 
education, telephone reassurance, 
chore, nursing home ombudsman, 
library, information and referral, 
senior center staffing, adult day 
care, congregate nutrition and 
home delivered meals 

Mrs. Calrey said she was not posi- 
tive how many services would be 
provided to Huron Township senior 
citizens but said the OWCAAA 


promised the same services as the 
Romulus Help Center Huron 
Township now pays $2,000 annually 
to Romulus Help Center for the 
same services offered by 
OWCAAA 

“I'm not saying we should com- 
pletely pull out of working with 
Romulus Help Center. Mrs Carey 
told the Board last week But I re- 
commend we take the $295 from the 
amount we pay the Romulus Help 
Center and give it to the Out-Wavne 
County Area Agency on Aging to see 
how much they will do for us 

The Board voted unanimously to 
approve Mrs Carey's suggestion 

McNamara's letter to the 
township said that the OWCAAA 
Board of Directors is comprised of 
one representative from each of the 
34 communities it serves “(We re) 


asking each community to provide 
three cents per capita as an equit- 
able cash match distribution. ” his 
letter stated 

“It is imperative that this match 
be provided in order to continue 
federal funding at the present 
level,” McNamara continued “To 
the extent that these funds are not 
made available, federally funded 
services for senior citizens would be 
reduced proportionately 

I would hope that you would util 
ize whatever resources are avail- 
able in order to protect services for 
our elderly,’ McNamara stated

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A 55-year-old Romulus man who 
was found guilty of the first degree 
murder of a Sumpter Township 
woman lost a bid for an appeal last 
week in the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

The case gained notoriety be- 
cause the accused. Sam Ross, tied 
the woman to his car and dragged 


her across a field . The woman s Bat- 
tered body was later discovered in a 
Sumpter Township field. 

Ross was meted out a life in solit- 
ary confinement. That sentence 
was handed down by Judge Thomas 
Foley. 

Ross asked for an appeal of the 
jury verdict and sentence on the 


basis that Judge Foley didn t warn 
jurors in.this case not to talk about 
the case and to give limited weight 
to testimony from the victim s sis- 
ters about previous assaults by the 
defendant at the time 
In rejecting the appeal, the court 
didn’t, however, close the door on 
all avenues of appeal. They told his 
attorney that he (Ross) may re- 


quest a mental competency exam- 
ination to determine his compe- 
tency to stand trial at the time of the 
incident and , upon the results of the 
examination, return to the courts. 

The victim. Ruthie Mae Hayes, 
was 37 at the time of her death. 
Ross was sentenced in August of 
1980 for the crime.

Jobs are hard to come by these 
days.

The Wayne Metropolitan Commun- 
ity Services Agency has an Adult 
Work Experience Program for 
those who are willing to spend the 
time and energy to learn. 

The WEP has opened an office in 
the Sumpter Township Recreation 
Building , 24560 Sumpter Road . , and 
WEP coordinator, Wanda Buckner, 
says the program offers opportuni- 
ties to the economically unem- 
ployed or underemployed persons. 

The WEP is funded with Title IIB 
funds, under the (direction of the 
Wayne County Board of Commis- 
sioners through the Wayne County 
Employment and Training Admi- 
nistration. The current program 
duration is through September 30, 
1982. 

“The intent of the WEP is to im- 
prove the marketable skills, to 
broaden training, and to increase 
upward mobility of those seeking to 
enter the economic mainstream. ’ 
Ms. Buckner said. 

“The immediate goal is to in- 
crease the employability of eligible 
persons, and the ultimate goal is to 
equip participants with motivation, 
skills, and necessary experience to 
become economically self- 
sufficient and consequently tax con- 
tributing members of society,” she 
added. 

Specifically, the goal of the WEP 
is to enhance the employability of 
400 individuals who need assistance 
in becoming accustomed to basic 
work requirements by developing 
good work habits and basic work 


skills through the short-term em- 
ployment our program offers. 

Individuals served by the prog- 
ram must meet the WCETA Title 
IIB eligibility criteria require- 
ments. 

The program is designed to serve 
those persons who have never work- 
ed before or have not worked for a 
prolonged period of time, who are 
sincerely interested in obtaining 
employment and entering the un- 
subsidized work force. 

There is a 400-hour limitation for 
all participants who enter our prog- 
ram. Participants work 20 hours 
per week for 20 weeks of participa- 
tion. All worksites must comply 
with CETA regulations developed 
by the U.S. Department of Labor 
and must be developed in the public 
non-profit or private non-profit 
sector. 

All participants must complete 
the performance objectives of the 
program which include developing 
good work habits, mastering sur- 
vival skills, pursuing career in- 
formation, and the attendance of all 
Job Search, Job Retention Work- 
shops. 

The Job Search/Job Retention 
Component is a recent addition to 
our program, designed to enhance 
the participants’ abilities to find un- 
subsidized jobs while participating 
in our program.

With 20 percent of their $16 mil- 
lion budget slashed last week when 
voters turned down an 8.5 mill re- 
newal levy. Romulus school offi- 
cials are in a quandry.

Road care may be decided 
by a vote of the residents

If all goes as planned, voters in 
Canton Township will have the 
opportunity to take action on the 
condition of local roads when they 
go to the polls in August. 

Acting on a lengthy report and re- 
commendation of a citizens study 
committee on road maintenance 
and improvements in the township, 
board members agreed Tuesday 
evening to place the proposals of the 
committee on a preliminary ballot 
for voter approval at the August 
primary. Township attorneys were 
instructed to begin preparation of 
proper proposal language asking 
the taxpayers to approve a 1 mill 
assessment for maintenance of 
twonship roads which would in- 
clude grading, snow plowing, in- 
cluding sanding during winter 
months, dust control, signs, drain- 
age. patching and sealing* roadside 
maintenance including shoulders, 
fencing, guardrails, trees and 
shrubs and administration. The 1 
mill levy would provide a township 


budget of $750,000 per year for such 
care and the committee has sug- 
gested that this money be provided 
for a 10-year period of time with an 
option for voters to renew at the end 
of that time. 

Further, the committee has sug- 
gested another 1 mill assessment 
for roadway improvements to last 
for 5 years with an option of the vo- 
ters to renew at the end of that 
approved time period. An improve- 
ment millage over the next five 
years should generate, according to 
the committee report, nearly $2.5 to 
$3 million. With this money, along 
with revenue from gas and weight 
tax from Wayne County, the 
township should attempt to pave 
Warren from Beck to Lilley, Pal- 
mer from Haggerty to Canton Cen- 
ter, Sheldon, south of Cherry Hill, 
Sheldon, north of Palmer, Lilley 
south of Cherry Hill and Haggerty, 
from Cherry Hill to Palmer. The 
paving recommended would cost, 
according to committee figures, 
$2,762,500. 

The committee further recom- 
mended the inclusion of Canton 


Township in several Wayne County 
programs which might provide low- 
er cost buying for supplies, dust 
pallitive calcium chloride for ex- 
ample in the maintenance phase of 
the program. 


The paving proposed would be of 
an asphalt-concretic substance and 
would remove the roads from the 
jurisdiction of Wayne County— a 
step favored by some members of 
the board including Supervisor 
James Poole. 


“When I look at the county prog- 
ram and see that $75 of every $100 
is overhead— I feel something is 
wrong,” he said.

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A unique homeseller 
financing program 


5 percent decrease proposed 

County may roll back 


taxes 


—High interest rates have forced many area home sellers and buyers 
to look beyond traditional mortgage lending for ‘creative financing” 
solutions to affordable housing. Until now. however, such financing 
arrangements were risky— there were no programs available to protect 
the seller against the inherent dangers of buyer default. 

To meet that need. Mortgage Guaranty Insurance Corporation 
(MGIC), the nation s oldest and largest private mortgage insurance 
company, and Ann Arbor Mortgage Corporation are introducing a spe- 
cial insurance program designed to safeguard sellers against financial 
loss and to encourage them to obtain professional mortgage servicing. 


“Today, six out of every ten home 
resales involve some form of seller- 
financing offered at below market 
rates,” said George B. Smith, Pres- 
ident of Ann Arbor Mortgage Cor- 
poration. “Yet, the seller s invest- 
ment is not always secure— more 
financing deals are ending in forecl- 
osure and often, the land contracts 
or mortgages may not be legally en- 
forceable.” 

Under MGIC's and Ann Arbor 
Mortgage Corporation’s 
Homeseller program, seller protec- 
tion in financing the sale of a home 
is provided by mortgage guaranty 
insurance— traditionally offered 
only to mortgage lenders to protect 
funds lent to borrowers. This de- 
fault protection insures a portion of 
the seller s loan to cover usually 20 
to 30 percent of the unpaid principal 
balance, plus the costs normally 
associated with foreclosure.

According to Smith, the insurance is available for those loans where 
the seller is the lienholder. The seller can select the amount of protec- 
tion desired to safeguard the financing instrument, which can be a first 
or second mortgage or land contract. The use of alternative mortgage 
instruments is acceptable, but payments of balloon mortgages at the 
end of term are not covered unless the seller offers the buyer an oppor- 
tunity to renew or refinance the loan at prevailing market rates. 

The standard 20% coverage on a 90% loan-to-value ratio loan (that is, 
one with a 10% cash downpayment ) can be obtained for one-half percent 
of the mortgage amount for the first year— and one-quarter percent 
each year thereafter. And normally, premiums for mortgage guaranty 
insurance are included in the buyer’s monthly payment. 

Seller-financiers may obtain Homeseller protection through Ann 
Arbor Mortgage Corporation, an MGIC-approved lending institution. 
The seller’s loan must be originated, underwritten and serviced by Ann 
Arbor Mortgage Corporation, a FNMA, FHA & HUD approved mort- 
gagee. 

“Sellers are often burdened with administrative and servicing 
aspects of making such loans,” explained Smith. “In addition, when 
default occurs, additional expenses are incurred since the seller has 
complicated court and legal collection costs.” * 

By offering the program through Ann Arbor Mortgage Corporation, 
MGIC is working to assure the legality and proper recording of the loan 
instrument. The Ann Arbor Mortgage Corporation will evaluate the 
creditworthiness of the buyer and prepare all required loan documenta- 
tion, and be responsible for assuring receipt of monthly payments by 
managing collections and disbursing the funds accordingly with an 
accounting of interest and principal payments, along with issuing 
periodic reports and financial statements to the home seller. 

If the buyer is delinquent, the Ann Arbor Mortgage Corporation s 
collection personnel will step in to collect past due payments on behalf of 
the seller, and in the event of buyer default, will handle all details of the 
foreclosure and see that the insurance claim is properly settled. 

Smith noted that a servicing agreement between the seller and Ann 
Arbor Mortgage Corporation will be’used to outline the responsibilities 
of each party involved. Origination and servicing fees are negotiated 
with the home seller and buyer, and are typically included in the in- 
terest rate paid by the buyer. 

r ‘The benefits of safeguarding the loan and tapping the resources of 
professional mortgage personnel cannot be underestimated in today s 
uncertain market. As sellers realize the many risks involved in financ- 
ing the sale of a home, they will need an assured way of protecting their 
largest financial asset,” Smith concluded.

Asserting that city and township 
officials are turning a deaf ear to 
the pleas of local taxpayers. Wayne 
County Commissioner William 
Runco today said he will recom- 
mend a 5 percent county-wide roll- 
back of property assessments when 
the full board meets to consider re- 
commendations May 6. 

“Although citizens visited their 
Boards of Review in record num- 
bers to protest their tax assess- 
ments this year, 30 of 36 communi- 
ties have thus far either refused to 
file a protest or. if they did, indi- 
cated they would not appeal a nega- 
tive ruling,” the Commissioner 
pointed out. 


“We must follow the law,” Runco 
said “We can’t allow property to be 
assessed beyond the 50 percent 
limitation established by State Sta- 
tutes and if the community leaders 
are not willing to face this fact, then 
it will be up to us — it s as simple as 
that.” 

Runco added that if other mem- 
bers of the committee do not agree 
to his across-the-board rollback of 
5 percent, then he would take his 
fight to the floor of the full board at 
the May 6th session. 

“Taxpayers swamped their local 
Boards of Review demanding cuts 
in an unprecedented number this 
year,” Runco said. “In one case,” 


he explained, “there were 119 pro- 
tests in 1981, this year more than 
2,100 turned out. In another com- 
munity the number leaped from 200 
to 2,800. How can these people go 
unnoticed? 

“It’s obvious to me something is 
wrong and until a proper remedy 
can be found, I see no reason why 
my recommended 5 percent across- 
the-board rollback should not be im- 
plemented. 

George McEachran, County 
Director of the Bureau of Taxation, 
told committee members last week 
that each governmental unit could. 


as an alternative to assessment 
rollbacks, provide its own indi- 
vidual property tax relief by reduc- 
ing its millage rate to compensate 
for possible over-assessments. 

Other committee members in- 
clude its Chairman. Commissioner 
Paul G. Citkowski, and Commis- 
sioners Samuel A. Turner, Chair- 
man of the Board ; and Clemens E. 
Bykowski, Board Vice Chairman. 
The committee will conduct its fin- 
al hearing Monday at 10 a m. for the 
communities of Plymouth 
Township, Westland, Canton 
Township. Dearborn Heights, Gros- 
se lie and Romulus.

Reagan's economics 
—why it's all wrong 

If all the President’s good men would only listen and not twist 
arms, we may bring this country back from its worst depression 
in history. 

Reaganomics doesn't work. And the huge lines waiting for 
unemployment benefits are living proof. 

The Reagan budget calls for heavy defense spending and re- 
duced taxes. This results in a huge deficit approaching 5 percent 
of the annual gross national product. The government is forced 
to borrow' heavily to cover the deficit. 

This heavy borrowing drives up interest rates, already high. 
High ticket sales, already currently depressed will probably 
drop like a stone. Commerce in real estate, construction, autos, 
auto suppliers-, steel, refrigerators and civilian aircraft, already 
in a tailspin, will dive if not crash. Heavy business borrowers 
like airlines, railroads, will suffer even more because of the 
necessity of charging higher rates to cover increased interest 
costs. 

l 

Banks and savings and loan institutions, currently bleeding 
scores of billions in deposits to more competitive money funds, 
and already caught in a disasterous interest squeeze, and sitting 
on scores of billions of bad loans to developing nations, could 
face collapse with continued high interest rates, let alone further 
increased rates. The merging of these institutions is already 
happening. They may start folding soon, and in large numbers. 

The reduction of these industries and businesses will force 
more unemployment, already high. This will create demand for 
increased government spending for welfare and unemployment 
compensation. 

The President may be tempted to cover part of the deficit by 
printing money, or doing the equivalent, taking credits at the 
Federal Reserve. Printing money, or the equivalent, based sole- 
ly on the credit of the Federal Government, will directly 
increase the money supply, and consequently, according to 
Reagan’s economic guru, Milton Friedman, directly accelerate 
inflation. 

If Reagan does this in a short period of time, as he will be 
tempted to do, he will invite hyperinflation. It is possible that the 
country might simultaneously experience economic depression, 
high unemployment, high interest rates* and a currently de- 
based by hyperinflation. The depression is only beginning. High- 
er unemployment is a virtual certainty. Higher interest rates 
within the next year can be expected. Destruction of credit by 
hyperinflation is a dangerous possibility. 

The current budget battle between Reagan and the Congress 
will likely be resolved by a slight decrease in government 
domestic spending, a slight decrease in defense spending, a 
slight increase in taxes, and a slight decrease in the Federal 
budget deficit. In other words, window' dressing. Hard choices on 
what is necessary and what isn 't necessary for adequate defense 
will be avoided by both Reagan and Congress. Reagan might 
even continue to argue that the Russians will invade Manhattan 
if we don’t refloat several old battleships at a billion dollars 
apiece. 

Reagan has blundered into a depression that will probably 
elect Ted Kennedy in 1984. Reagan will be tempted to save his 
political chestnuts by an adventurous war in some remote back- 
water like El Salvador. His military and diplomatic genius, as 
recently shown in the Falklands operetta, is comparable to his 
economic talent. 

Mr President, it’s time to listen to the other people. Your side 
has proven to be w'rong. Ask any auto, steel, real estate man or 
woman in Michigan.

Vital com- 
ponents of peacetime civil defense 
include fortification and identifica- 
tion of emergency shelter, medical 
facilities and transportation plan- 
ning Alternate food stocks, water 
purification and energy resources 
should be considered 

I also support FEMA’s efforts to 
print emergency instructions and 


escape plans in every telephone 
directory. 

As a nation, w f e must have 
FEMA’s new emergency telecom- 
munications system. The present 
one is antiquated. Some of it lies 
rusting in the basements of the 
same rural county courthouses that 
would host future crisis. 

Emergency planning is not un- 
reasonable. Civil defense can save 
lives in peacetime. Adequate pre- 
paration w'ill never be a justifiction 
for nuclear w r ar because life after- 
wards would greet no place worth 
living.

Good secretaries 
are assets 

EDITOR — After reading 
Mona Grigg’s article “Take a let- 
ter — obsolete?” in the April 21 & 
22, 1982 issue of the Romulus Ro- 
man, I felt compelled to write 
this letter to address some of Ms. 
Grigg’s comments. 

First of all, she asks “can we 
talk a little about shorthand? 1 
Well, there is no “we” talking, 
only herself and even then it is 
only her slanted opinions and 
ideas. It wasn’t just a “little” ab- 
out shorthand that she spoke; it 
was quite a lot and every bit of it 
was devastating to any secretary 
who is worth his or her salt. 

Had Ms. Grigg spent more 
than the four days on learning 
the skill of shorthand that she 
mentions in her article, she 
would know just how valuable a 
tenographic secretary can be. 
She states that she wished she 
had tried harder. Why? When 
she advocates employing 
machines instead. Wouldn’t that 
be great for the economy? 

One can type from one’s dicta- 
tion notes as quickly or even 
quicker than from a tape recor- 
der, especially when you have to 
watch out for the employer’s 
change of mind on certain words 
or phrases, which may not show 
up until two or three paragraphs 
later. With shorthand, you mere- 
ly have to strike it out and go on 
from there. With a stenographer, 
you don’t have to worry about 
dead batteries or the tape being 
accidentally erased or some 
other malfunction of the recor- 
der. Phone messages are not 
transcribed, a phone number in 
shorthand is taken down no dif- 
ferently than normal with the 
rest of the message given ver- 
bally. 

The short, informal poll Ms. 
Grigg mentions she had taken of 
a total of six secretaries was 
short, indeed. Six secretaries out 
of the thousands and thousands 
of secretaries that exist is hardly 
what I would call a “poll” infor- 
mal or otherwise. 

When one takes a job as some- 
one else’s secretary, to be at that 
person’s beck and call with re- 
gard to office duties is part of the 
job. That is what you’re getting 
paid for. I don’t get paid to do 
what I want to do, I get paid for 
what the boss wants done and 
how he wants it done. 

Most secretaries like to feel 
that they are an asset to the com- 
pany or business. Good secretar- 
ies are an asset and should be 
proud of it. I worked hard at 
learning my skill. I spent a lot of 
time and years becoming the 
best that I could be at what I do, 
and now, Ms. Grigg comes along 
(on Secretaries Week, no less ! ! ) 
and tells me that I wasted all that 
time, all that effort, and all these 
years because I’m nothing more 
than a tool by which to satisfy 
someone else’s ego and that I am 
as old fashioned as an A-OO-gah 
car horn 

Ms. Grigg has delivered an un- 
qualified blow not only to past 
and current stenographic secre- 
taries, but has done a great dis- 
service, motivationally speak- 
ing, to students who may have 
chosen to go into this profession 
She has made some very cruel 
and unjustified remarks about a 
topic that she obviously knows 
nothing about 

I can only assume, should your 
newspaper be in agreement with 
its writers’ objectives, which is 
to say . crushing a person through 
patterns regarding ones career 
and livelihood, that Associated 
Newspapers does not employ 
any stenographers and. if so, 
what do you and the various 
other heads of departments do to 
satisfy their egos?

“The Blue Mask" is Reed’s finest 
hour, as he’s finally put together a band equal 
to the task of unraveling his tunes without bom- 
barding them, as guitarists Hunter and Wag- 
ner did on "Rock N’ Roll Animal” some years 
back. As a matter of fact, Lou’s new axeman, 
Robert Quine, is getting a lot of press calling 
him the best new guitarist to emerge in years. 

So, if you’re already a Lou Reed fan, don’t 
waste another minute— go get this LP now. 
And, if you're not already a fan, go get it any- 
way. Both him and you deserve it. 


LOU REED 
“The Blue Mask” 

(RCA) 

I first sat down to review "The Blue Mask" 
about five weeks ago, and for my time ended up 
with nothing more than a formidable collection 
of crumpled-up pieces of typing paper. 

Something bothered me, and it went along 
these lines: Lou Reed is, without a doubt, a 
legendary figure in rock. His work as founder 
of the Vel vet Underground is well documented 
(but if you want to find out for yourself, check 
out “The Velvet Underground And Nico," re- 
cently reissued at a discounted price) , and his 
solo work during the seventies is familiar to 
all, even if only through the nearly perverse

It’s time to launch your boat 


Boat launching facilities of the 
Huron-Clinton Metroparks are now 
open, including Metro Beach Met- 
ropark near Mt. Clemens, Stony 
Creek Metropark near Rochester/ 
Utica and Kensington Metropark 
near Milford. 

All watercraft users will be re- 
quired to have a 1982 Boat Permit 
(Annual-Regular - $7, Senior 
Citizen - $4, Daily - $2) , plus the 1982 
Vehicle Entry Permit (Annual- 
Regular - $7, Senior Citizen - $2. Dai- 
ly - $2). 

Watercraft operators using the 
Metroparks must comply with 
Marine Safety Act of 1976, plus local 
watercraft ordinances and Huron- 
Clinton Metropark rules. There is a 
10 mile speed limit on the lakes and 
no water skiing is permitted at 
Stony Creek Lake and Kent Lake 
(in Kensington Metropark). 

METRO BEACH METROPARK, 
a 750-acre site near Mt. Clemens, 
has launching ramps that 
accommodate up to eight boats 
simultaneously located along the 


Black Creek, which provide access 
to Lake St. Clair. Parking is avail- 
able for 210 boat trailers and cars, 
and additional parking is available 
in the main parking lot. Park offi- 
cials caution boaters that the “No 
Wake” ordinance will be strictly en- 
forced along the Black Creek. Vehi- 
cles remaining in the park over- 
night are charged $2 (in addition to 
the Metropark Boating Permit and 
Vehicle Entry Permit fee). 

The ramps are open 7 a m. to 
dusk. The park is open daily 8a.m. 
to 10 p m. The park phones are 463- 
4581 (Mt. Clemens) or 963-3022 (De- 
troit). 

STONY CREEK METROPARK, 
a 4,435-acre site north of Utica and 
near Rochester, has ramps that 
permit up to 10 simultaneous laun- 
chings and parking spaces for up to 
150 cars and trailers located at the 
south end of Stony Creek Lake. The 
launch site has a building and res- 
trooms. lounge area, vending 
machines for food service and a 
snack bar on weekends. Park hours 


are 8 a m. to 8 p.m daily. For de- 
tails phone 781-4242 (Washington 
exchange) . Trailers, cars and boats 
are not permitted to remain over- 
night at the launch site at Stony 
Creek (except for those in the land 
storage area, which have been 
rented for the season). 

KENSINGTON METROPARK, a 
4,340-acre site near Milford , has two 
large boat launching sites on Kent 
Lake. Kent Lake covers 1,200 acres 
and is popular with Fishermen and 
boaters. Bluegills, bass and crap- 
pies are caught in the lake. 

At the East boat launching site, 
six boats may be launched at one 
time, with space for 60 cars and 
trailers and additional spaces for 
car parking only. The West boat 
launching site has space for 125 cars 
and boat trailers, with six to eight 
simultaneous launching available 
at the 120-foot ramp. 

Launching hours are 6 a m. to 9 
p.m. and the park closes at 10 p.m. 
Trailers, cars and boats are not per- 
mitted to remain overnight.

Center finds ‘a family 
for every waiting child ’ 


“Adoption has gone 
from a parent- 
centered service that 
sought to find babies 
for people who could 
not have their own to a 
child-centered service 
that works to find 
families for the chil- 
dren who need them,” 
according to adoption 
expert Claire Berman. 

The children who 
need families range 
from pre-schoolers to 
teenagers and can in- 
clude children from 
minority groups or 
children with medical, 
emotional or educa- 
tional handicaps. 
These children, once 
considered “unadopt- 
able” by agencies, are 
the first choice of 
many. People familiar 
with certain disabili- 
ties are perfectly com- 
fortable with adopting 
a child requiring spe- 
cial care. Others are 
disabled themselves, 
and hope to pass on 
their coping abilities 
to a child, according to 
Ms. Berman. 

Elizabeth Cole, 
director of the Perma- 
nent Families for Chil- 
dren unit of the Child 
Welfare League of 
America, said. “Ex- 
perience has con- 
vinced us that there is 
a family for every 
waiting child. The 
challenge is to find 
that family.” 

Meeting that chal- 
lenge has involved fac- 
ing two critical 
realizations. While it 
is true that healthy 
white babies continue 
to be the scarcest com- 
modity on the Amer- 
ican adoption scene, 
agencies no longer let 
this fact overshadow 
the more than 120,000 
children available for 
adoption. Agencies 
also needed to dis- 
pense with the rule of 
absolute confidential- 
ity that was long 
associated with the 
adoption process. 

One sign of this 
change can be seen in 
the growth_of news- 
paper columns across 
the country devoted to 
photographs and 
write-ups of available 
children Response 
has been tremendous 
— one column alone. 
Ruth Carlton s A 
Child Is Waiting in 
the Detroit News, has 
been credited with 
leading to the adoption 
of more than 490 fea- 
tured children 

Many agencies have 
reconsidered their 
once-rigid standards 


and now allow qual- 
ified single men and 
women to adopt. 
Efforts have also been 
made to reach minor- 
ity communities. 

A greater aware- 
ness of and willingness 
to meet the needs of 


available children, on 
the part of agency offi- 
cials and prospective 
parents, has led to a 
more effective and re- 
warding adoption To- 
day, there are no lon- 
ger any *unadopt- 
ables,” Ms. Berman 
concluded.

Tax return 


Taxpayers who do not have 
copies of their previous years’ tax 
returns and need to request them 
from the Internal Revenue Service, 
can expect a six-week wait to re- 
ceive a copy of the forms, the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service said. 

This wait is due principally to the 
large number— approximately 1.8 
million— of copy requests expected 
by the IRS this year. 

Some of the reasons why tax- 
payers may need to request copies 
of previous years’ returns are for 
income averaging, student loans, 
and mortgage purposes. 

Taxpayers needing previous 
years’ tax returns should prepare a 
Form 4506, “Request for Copy of 
Tax Form,” for each return re- 
quested. The form should be sent to 
the service center where the return 
was filed.
